attached. Tbe place is stocked with 
puncheons of some vile stuff called 
'rum" which are exchanged for palm 
kernels. 


Knots of natives from tbe Interior 


villages with loads of kernels begin 
o present themselves at tbe shop by 6 
a. m., and when tbe trader at last 
makes bis appearance there Is a noisy 
crowd of kernel sellers and thirsty 
bangers on. 


Tbe exchange of rum for kernels la 


quickly effected, and by 0 o'clock In 
be morning the entire population may 
be seen lying under the shelter of tbe 
cocoanut palms either stupidly drunk 
or noisily quarreling. 


Tbe mingled uproar and snoring lasts 
111 about noon, when there Is a and-
